Claims 1-29 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: Statement of allowance is in reference to independent claims 1 , 24, and 25. All 
other claims are dependent on these claims. 

The present application is directed to a method and program for displaying new 
products to a user after filtering data, about an inventory of products, based on a range 
of dates and information about the user. 

Independent claims 1 , 24, and 25 recite the uniquely patentable feature of 
"subsetting the inventory of products to those products having an availability 
date on which the product is first available for purchase falling within the defined date 
range" In other words, the new products first become available for purchase within the 
defined date range. 
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Discussion of tlie most relevant prior art: 

Tlie following references have been identified as the most relevant prior art to the 
claimed invention. 

(i) US 5,021,953 to Webber et al. : Webber discloses a method and program for 
displaying new products, from an inventory of products, to a user. However, these new 
products first become available for purchase outside of the defined date range and not 
within tlie defined date range (see Applicants' "REMARKS" filed July 6, 2007 pages 14- 
17). 

(ii) " Public Access Web Information Systems: Lessons from tlie Internet EDGAR 
Project" by Kambil et al. : Kambil generally discloses a method and program for 
improving the dissemination of government data. However, Kambil does not disclose 
the feature "subsetting the inventory of products to those products having an availability 
date on which the product is first available for purchase falling within the defined date 
range"
